1 . The following is an exaniiner*s statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
teaches being able to receive billing information in real-time such as taught by Buscher et al. (US 
Pat# 5,506,893) or being able to have a consoUdated bill associated with a plurality of services 
subscribed by a user (Marchbanks, US Pat# 6,266,401). 

The prior art of record, however, fails to teach a system for provisioning on demand 
communication services and for consohdating billing data related to the services for a subscriber 
comprising: a network management facility communicating with and controlling disparate 
telecommunication devices within a teleconmiunication network, wherein the network 
management facility automatically configures and controls the disparate telecommunication 
devices within the network in real-time; a database facility storing inventory data related to the 
disparate telecommunication devices within the network, the database facility also storing billing 
data generated by each of the disparate telecommunication devices; and an interface accessible 
via a network connection, coupled to the database facility and configured to access the network 
management facility via the network and to provision at least of the disparate teleconmiunication 
devices to provide at least one conmiunication service on-demand and in real-time based upon 
the corresponding inventory data stored by the database facility, and to access the database 
facility to consolidate the billing data to generate a consolidated billing message as claimed and 
substantially connected in claims 12-24.
